^eeiye wins 
national award 


William D. Scelye, executive vice president, 
Methodist Hospital Foundation, has been selected 
by the National Association of Hospital Develop¬ 
ment for its prestigious award, the Si Seymour 
Award, at their annual meeting in Dallas, Tex. 
He was awarded this honor for distiguished service 
for the entire organization of development officers 
in the United States, last Wednesday. 

Seelye came to Methodist Hospital in 1985 
to reactivate the Methodist Hospital Foundation 
as its executive director. Previously, he served as 
development director at Providence Hospital in An¬ 
chorage, Alaska, John Muir Hospital in Walnut 
Creek and Pacific Presbyterian Medical Center in 
San Francisco, as well as being alumni director 
at Pomona College. 

He served as National Association of 
Hospital Development (NAHO) chairman of 1980- 
1981 and has served as an officer and committee 
chairman for many years. 

The Si Seymour Award is given annually to the 
one development officer in the United States who 
has demonstrated distinguished service to the 
association. 

Seelye is a resident of Arcadia and has two child¬ 
ren, Elaine and David, who are college students 
in Southern California. He also serves as treasurer 
of the Board of the Arcadia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce.

A letter from Anita Shaffer, R.N., resident of 
Sierra Madre, prompted the Sierra Madre City 
Council to request a special meeting with the Fire 
Department concerning investigation of the com¬ 
munity’s medical transportation needs. They met last 
Thursday. 

Shaffer’s letter expressed concern that “the pre¬ 
sent Prehospital Care System that exists in Sierra 
Madre is antiquated and does not meet the needs 
of Sierra Madre citizens, nor does it meet the cur¬ 
rent medical standard in the Los Angeles com¬ 
munity.” 

Fire Chief Edward Tracy responded, “While 
the fire department administration appreciates Ms. 
Shaffer’s concerns it takes strong exception to the 
comment (above) . . . Quantum improvements 
have been made in the level of care afforded to the 
community within the last 18 months. These im¬ 
provements were made on the basis of an internal 
audit study performed during the period February 
to April 1987. In addition, it should be noted that 
the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department is pro¬ 
viding the highest level of care considered to be 
affordable by the City Council based upon what it 
feels are the needs of the community and is currently 
implementing an EMT-ID Program. However, this 


EMT-ID Program is not intended to take the place 
of paramedics ...” 

Tracy also said, “Ms. Shaffer fails to mention in 
her letter the cost of this paramedic service and the 
method of funding the cost of a full-time Paramedic 
program . . . The February 1987 report prepared 
by the fire department provided conservative 
cost estimates for the City Council’s consideration 
for implementing paramedic service. 

San Gabriel has EMT program 

“There are numerous inaccuracies in Ms. 
Shaffer’s letter particularly regarding the fact that 
soon Sierra Madre will be the only community 
without paramedic service. The city of San Gabriel, 
through its paid fire department, is 
currently only providing an EMT level of care. Ms.

Following the motion by Councilman George 
Maurer to accept for first reading by title only 
Ordinance No. 1048, concerning mandatory resi- 
ctential fire sprinklers in certain instances, Richard 
Goodman, who describes himself as a “developer 
»d remodeling contractor,” declared that it would 
oost him about S3000 to install sprinklers in his 
(jonie recently purchased on Lima. 

He also disapproved of the passage by second 
reading and adoption of Ordinance No. 1047, 
concerning rear and side yard requirements. 

' Goodman said, “Ordinance 1047 would be 
detrimental to homeowners, would hurt home- 
owners rather than developers. It would be im¬ 
possible to keep the houses from looking like wed¬ 
ding cakes. It would create many buildings that 
look pyramid-shaped.” 

He referred to the second ordinance that in¬ 
creased the rear yard setback to 15 feet from 10 feet, 
doubles the side yard requirement for second story 
Structures. New two-story structures would require 
twice the setback of the second floor offset and 
would step back to provide greater separation 
from the property line. 

The ordinance becomes effective for any pro¬ 
jects not currently in plan check. 

About the proposed fire sprinkler ordinance, 

Goodman said, “I think it’s a ridiculous cost. 

Benefits? I’d have to live in my house 30 to 40 
years before recouping that cost. I think it’s some¬ 
one’s pet project for the fire department.” 

Mayor Clem Bartolai suggested Goodman talk 
with Fire Marshal Bill Kramer and he also told the 
prospective Sierra Madrean, “The ordinance was 
covered by the Planning Commission before it got 
to us.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler made the motion 
for Ordinance 1047. Both 1047 and 1048 passed 
unanimously before Goodman appeared at the 
meeting. 

Sierra Madre City Councilmembers also adopt¬ 
ed the CRA resolution 180 and City Council Reso¬ 
lution 88-45, creating a Sierra Madre Joint Powers 
Agreement in the amount of 7 million and ap¬ 
pointing the council and the CRA boardmembers 
as the governing body. Bonds will be priced by 
Nov. 1. 

Sierra Madre and Arcadia Councilmembers 
will meet to discuss the Orange Grove Improve¬ 
ment proposal. Estimated cost to Sierra Madre 
would be $252,500 for the area from Baldwin to 
the eastern corporate limits, and $287,800 for the 
area from Michillinda Ave. to Baldwin. Saving 
existing curbs in Phase 1 reduces the cost of $225,400 
and saves two trees in Sierra Madre, City Adminis¬ 
trator Jim McRea advised the council. 

Residents who live near the proposed project 
will also be urged to speak at the public meeting 
following discussions by the two city entities. The 
street divides the two towns and must be repaired 
by those same towns.

Know what is “pilling? 


That’s what happens when two or 
more fabrics which are not related are 
woven together to produce benefits In 
wear that neither fabric by itself has. So 
far it sounds good, and it is. 

But . . . let’s see what actually hap¬ 
pens in an actual case. We’re getting 
trousers and other garments in here which 
are all covered with little “balls” or “pills.” 
This has happened when rayon or wool or 
silk is mixed with orlon or dacron or nylon. 
The purpose is to reduce wrinkling and to 
increase wear. The purpose is good and 
the result Is good. Both things do happen. 
But, since the weave mixture is of fabrics 
of differing strengths, the uneven wear of 
one against the other simply means that 
one fabric “sloughs” a little faster and 
balls up into those little pills which cling 
to the surface of the garment.

Search and Rescue 


Altadena, San Dimas, Montrose, Santa Clarita 
Valley and the Emergency Services Detail from the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff joined the Sierra 
Madre crew. 

The crews searched all day Saturday and finally, 
at approximately 6 p.m., just as the search was 
about to be called off, the Sierra Madre crew, 
comprised of Clint Kearns, Lin Kroll and Rob 
Nobles, located the man’s body, lying in a stream 
at the bottom of the canyon.

Annual Scientific Assembly of the American Aca¬ 
demy of Family Physicians (AAFP) in New Orleans, 
La. The meeting was held Oct. 3-6. More than 
4000 family phy^cians from around the country 
attended the continuing medical education meeting.

A recent newsletter published by the 
California League of Cities carries an article 
by Big Bear City Manager Robert Van Nort 
in which he shares thoughts on balancing 
the need for economic development with the 
need to preserve the features of small-city living. 

According to Van Nort, “The creation of 
quality facilities is time consuming and does 
not occur overnight. It is extremely important 
that the project be given every chance for success 
right from the beginning — not only for a 
financial standpoint, but from a design stand¬ 
point so as not to conflict with the quality 
life-style. As many viewpoints as possible need 
to be considered. Use all of your staff and other 
knowledgeable people in the commun ity to de¬ 


termine the potential obstacles that the pro¬ 
ject will face and by what means the city can 
resolve them.” 

He goes on to say, “Also be creative 
with your solutions that enable the new facility 
to locate in your community. Just because an 
idea hasn’t been used in your city or other 
cities before doesn’t mean it won’t work, and 
It may be the one thing that gets the project 
off the ground.” 

Van Nort quotes Arthur Grant, the founder 
and first editor of The American City magazine, 
as saying: “A city can be great without being 
big, and if one-half of the energy expended by 
chambers of commerce and boards of trade in 
“booming’ their cities were devoted to better¬ 
ing them, the results would be more satisfactory, 
even from a business standpoint. There are 
already a number of relatively small American 
cities to which people of means are moving by 
choise because they are desirable places to live 
in, or in which to bring up children. Civic 
virtue has become an asset that the shrewd 
business man will not long overlook.” 

While Grant’s quote is obviously dated 
(boards of trade is your tip-ofO, his basic point 
is as valid today as ever. And Van Nort’s em¬ 
phasis on “quality and creative solutions” pro¬ 
vides two crucial foundation stones upon which 
our revitalization program must be built.
